endjwment of the seven colleges men- 
tioned ts hardly one-tenth as much as 
that of seven leading colleges for men. 

Dr. William A. Neilson, President of 
Smith, summed up their poverty even 
more graphically than did Mr. Hughes. 

“The financial situatten' of “women's 
colleges is desperate,” ) gaid President 
Neilson. “Our instructors are stolen 
by our brother colleges which have 
more money. Women of the country 
have left millions to the colleges o¢ 
their sons and husbands, but not to the 
colleges of their dhughters.”
